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PREFACE 


As a nation we connitted ourselves to providing free and 
compulsory education to all children upto the age of fourteen. 
With a whopping 136 million enrolled in primary education, an 
additional 56 million children have still to be enrolled by 
1997 for universal enrolment. Of these children 67 percent are 
girls. Among the 20 million additional children to be enrolled 
in classes I-V, 827, are girls. Our obvious focal group for 
universal primary education are girls and children from the 
disadvantaged groups. Our emphasis is to universalise 
enrolment and retention and also to see a remarkable 
improvement in learning achievement. We are trying to seek a 
balance of quantity, quality and equality in primary 

education. A highly responsive and responsible educational 
bureaucracy, committed and capable teachers and teacher 

educators^ and an aware entightened community are the tripod on 
which the success of universal primary education rests. 

We not only have a very forward looking National 1 Policy 
of Education, but also an equally detailed Programme of 
Action. Our experience shows that very often perception gaps 
exist between policy makers and practitioners at all levels. 

I he O nesco sponsore d Innovative Pilot Project on Promotion of 
Primary Education of Girls and Disadvantaged Groups in Haryana 
is an attempt to build bridges between theory and practice, 
policy and implementation. 

I am happy to present this report of Phase I of the 
Project, which when completed will mark the beginning of many 
such creative attempts to universalise primary education. I 
hope this report and the training materials generated will 
find wide readership and use. It is significant that the 
output of this project will form the basis for 
operational ising mobile training strategy for reaching out 
every teacher and every community. ,/)

In order to strengthen our understanding of the arassrot 
realities in rural Haryana, a wee! long exploratory jisi*- ‘■o 
three rural blocks and about eight to ten villages m the three 
rural low female literacy districts was conducted.
